The press of the country, largely re- 


gardless of party lines, aeeme to have 
lately arrived where it should have 
been twenty years ago, to hare occu- 


toera » uv»r mw ».™. 
States senators by tbe people, ine 
people have been aware of danger to 
the cooniry and Its theory of govern- 
ment through the present mode of 
electing United States senators for a 
period equal to the time mentioned, 
but the Pres9 daring that time has 
been silent upon tbe subject. 


The chief cause perhaps for silence 


bas been that it might lead to reform, 
wbloh was not desired by a majority 
of newspapers, 
Corruption has be- 


oome alarming and the better sense of 
the people has become pronounced In 
its expression In favor of reform, which 
tbe press is taking np as a matter 
forced upon it, believing perhaps there 
will be no sacrifice of patronage or 
popularity by taking a step in advance 
of tbe worn out rut it bM followed as 
directed by the capitalized interests 
of the money power. 


There has been very little criticism 


of the methods that hare been used, or 
of the vlllaluy that has been practiced 
for yeara by the combined monied In- 
terests of the country to over-reach 
the masses and enslave the people to 
the power of illegitimate monied com- 
binations. There bas been a remark- 
able silence upon questions that were 
before the country for solution. Chief 
among these questions has been and 
will continue to be the sliver agitation. 
The people were not informed upon 
the financial side of the question there 
is in their Interest, and it was per- 
mitted to go by default by the press, 
and It continues to be largely disre- 
garded on their side of the question. 


The people are becoming better In- 


formed respecting the question, and 
as Information is received their minds 
are opening to Its size and Us conse- 
quences to them. It Is not so much a 
question about the convenience In 
exchange, in which light It has been 
usually treated, as it includes progress 
In civilization and the liberty of man- 
kind. The question in its scope in- 
cludes 
slavery of the 
world to 


money and to those who control it, or 
the freedom of mankind to exercise 
God-Riven rights to man, for which 
cause its magnitude over the question 
of the election of senators by the peo- 
ple, which is merely one of the penults 
of money ia large. 


An enlightened world will continue 


to meet the evils that will continue to 
arise from money control through the 
gold standard, until liberty Is again 
given to mankind through remonetiza- 
tlon of silver. 
As money became 


plentiful, caused by the dUoovery of 
mines containing the precious metals, 
It began to devise ways and means lo 
continue its dominion over the people. 
Tbe cause for Its efforts to continue its 
dominion was and is that the people 
and their intelligence, should money 
continue plentiful, would 
exercise 


dominion in the world, equal to those 
who control large money and property 
interests, which Is tbe goal that the 
world is trying to reach und wll 
secure. 


To prevent any snoh condition th 


means were devised to control the It 
crease of money through the demon! 
tlzatton of silver which will have tb 
effect desired and tbe power of money 
will be perpetuated and the English 
lord idea, that money has always ruled 
and nlwaye will. Which idea will receive 
its force through the scarcity of 
money. 
When money bad become 


plentiful the world moved as it bad 
not moved before and the advance 
made in the last fifty years Is so- 
counted for. Before money bsoarse 
plentiful man was largely under Its 
power, and when under Its power be 
was its slave, bat when money became 
plentiful be became free from its 
power and tbe world in our time has 
recorded tbe effect of his freedom. 
Tbe effort of tbe money power Is to 
recover its lost prestage and power 
over tbe people by re-eoslaving them 
and tbe means used has been tbe de- 
monitizatlon of silver to make money 
as scarce as it was before tbe discovery 
of tbe great mines. 


United States Senators, the people 


are of tbe opinion, should be elected by 
them to remove the Inducement there 
Is to those who have acqolred money 
from rich mines or by other means to 
buy legislatures and thereby secure a 
seat In the United States Senate, which 
Is tbe proper thing to do as present 
conditions are.

the waters of Lake Tahoe from Us nat- 
ural outflow through our couuly to 
enrich certain communities in our sis- 
ter State. 


This proposition of diversion has 


been a matter of concern and has been 
t ilkod of by engineers for a number of 
years. 
; 


la the Examiner-ot date yesterday I 


notice that the project is becoming 
more or less seriously considered. 


Indeed it appears that certain par- 


ties hava already made a formal propo- 
sition to the city authorities of San 
Francisco to deliver, on certain condi- 
tions, from 30,000,000 to 100.000.000 gal- 
lons daily to the city of San Franoiaoo 
from the. waters of Lake Taboe. 


These' parties making this offer are 


no doubt tbe representatives of Engin- 
eer A. W, Von Schmidt, who has had 
for many years iu mind a project, which 
if carried ont, would deprive our 
Truokeo river of its principal supply of 
water. Should the scheme be consum- 
mated it is bard to estimate the effect 
on the flow of water in our beautiful 
Truokde river. 


Every water user along the Truckee 


river, whether for power or irrigating 
purposes, should feel a deep interest in 
this matter. If 100,000,000 gjS-Hons of 
water are daily taken from the head- 
waters of the Trnckee, it seems to me 
that the effect on our community twill
